McCreery headed back into the 
prison after delivering the 
package. "I am looking inside 
the institution for I am not cer- 
tain he got out," said Foltz. He 
said an inspection of all the 
buildings in the 98-acre prison 
complex should be completed in 
three or four hours. 


Foltz added, "There also is a 


strong possibility' he went 
through the front gate."

MENLO PARK, Calif. (AP) - 


An armed raiding party arrest- 
ed four persons and seized 
bomb materials in an apart- 
ment where fugitive newspaper 
heiress Patricia Hearst was 
believed to be hiding, authori- 
ties reported today. 


Miss Hearst was not in the 


apartment, the authorities said. 


A source close" to the inves- 


tigation said officers found 
literature from a terrorist group 
calling itself the Red Guerrilla 
Family. The group claimed 
responsibility for the bombing 
of a Standard Oil Co. building in 
San Francisco on Friday night 
while President Ford spoke at a 
hotel five blocks away. There 
were no reports of injuries. 


The Friday evening raid also 


netted the makings of bombs, 
gas masks and night scope 
cameras in the \ apartment 
guarded by two Doberman 
Pinscher dogs, the source said. 


After being tipped that Miss 


Hearst was there, the FBI, 
agents from the California 
Department of Corrections, 
Menlo Park Police and the Or- 
ganized Crime Unit of the San 
Mateo County Sheriff's office 
descended on the apartment at 
5:45 p.m. The raid was led by 
Charles Bates, the FBI agent in 
charge of the search for Miss 
Hearst.

Striking Teachers Can Be Fired, Court Rules

LANSING, Mich. (AP) - Teachers who strike illegally can I* 


fired and courts'do not have the power to order compulsory arbi- 
tration for public'employes, the Michigan Supreme Court ruled 
Friday.

In a 4-3 decision written by Justice Charles Levin, the high court 


said the Crestwood Board of Eduction acled legally in firing 
teachers who went pirstrike. 
. 


But'the Supreme Court also said the teachers could bo reinstated 


if the Michigan'Employment Relations Commission determines 
the school board engaged in unfair labor practice.",../ 
. - 


Michigan law says public employes cannot strike, so striking 


teachers face possible firirig.by their employers without a hearing, 
the high court said in reversing rulings of Wayne County Circuit 


Court and the state Court of Appeals. In such cases, the Public 
Employes Relations Act superccdes the Teacher Tenure Act which 
requires a prior hearing, the Supreme Court said. 


"We conclude that a teacher, including a teacher on continuing 


tenure, who strikes in violation of the Public Employes Relations 
Act may be disciplined without a prior hearing," the Supreme 
Court said. 


Wayne County Circuit Court had found that the failure of the 


Crestwood school board to proceed in accordance with the Teacher 
Tenure Act required .reinstatement of nearly 200 teachers who 
were fired for striking. The appeals court upheld that ruling. 


The Supreme.Court said the Michigan Employment Relations 


Commission may, despite the illegality of the teacher strike, order 
the teachers reinstated. 


Teachers in the 4,800-sludenl Crestwood district struck last 


Sept. 3. The school board fired 184 of them and opened school Jan. 
5 with about 400 substitutes. 


The appeals court ordered the teachers reinstated Jan. 17, and 


the board appealed that ruling to the Supreme Court. 


The Supreme Court almost suggested thi t the board rehire the 


teachers to restore academic and administrative harmony in the 
Dearborn Heights district.

"If MERC finds that an unfair labor practice or other miscon- 


duct was committed by both sides, it should balance the competing 
equities, to reach a result best effectuating goals of the act," the 
high court said. The teachers must be reinstated if MERC finds 
that such action will best "effectuate the policies of the act," the

Bu t wh at both ers me far more 
th an waste is ou r backwardness 
in th ese government-ru n opera­ 
tions wh ich soxlosely affect ou r 
livx’s. I h ave watch ed my seven 
ch ildren

th rou gh a variety of teach ers,

to 
h u ndreds 
more 
stu dents and visited dozens of 
s('h ools. Th e improvement in 
textbooks, teach ing meth ods 
and su bjt*ct matter over 1930 is 
minimal. 
Th e 
straigh t-A 
stu dents I know are bored. A 
17-year-old, a h igh sch mil senior 
among th e top five of h er class, 
h ates sch(K>l. So do h er eq u ally 
brigh t friends. 


’Fh ere is no ch allenge to dis­ 
cover tru th . Exc(*pt for a small 
percentage of inspired teach ers, 
scienct' is a drag. I am left cold 
by th e lack of imagination in th e 
h omt'work assigned. 


A few years back, in special 
su mmer sch ools, administra­ 
tors tried ou t an experimental 
approach to scienc(‘ wh ich h ad 
you ngsters u p early in th e 
mornings, eager to go to sch ool. 
It was su ccessfu l — and soon 
bu ried. 
Wh en sch ools do attempt to 
cn'ate interest, th ey frwju ently 
slip into ch ildish play. I h ave sat 
th rou gh dozens of experimental 
math ematics 
movies. 
Th ey 
were brigh t with dancing sticks. 


figu res, nu mbers. Th e colors 
were beau tifu l, th e imagery 
deligh tfu l. Bu t th ey tau gh t lit­ 
tle. 
In welfare, wc h ave advanced 
bu t marginally in ou r approach 
since th e 1920s. Th ere are some 
wh o believe we do worse. Wc 
spend more money. And give it 
to more people. TJie evidence, 
h owever, seems to indicate we 
don’t know h ow to h andle ou r 
giving so th at it does more th an 
a patch job. 
Th e cou rts are a problem. 
Having servtHl on a nu mber of 
ju rit's, I find trials like so many 
games of skill between opposing 
attorneys, ju stice seems bent to 
th e side wh ich h as lawyers best 
able to play ch ess, with cou r- 
tnxini ru les. Th e h igh ly tech ­ 
nical ru b's of procedu re and

latest analytical eq u ipment, we 
probably catch and send to 
prison a smaller percentage of 
ou r seriou s lawbreakers th an 
was th e ease' th ree decades ago. 
I attended conferences some 
time back wh ich attempted to 
analyze wh y th (*se th ings are so. 
Wh at was it, th ese men and 
wtmx'n asked, th at cau sed th e 
u neven bu t cu mu latively h igh 
rate of innovation in agricu ltu re 
and indu stry th ese past several 
decades? 
Th i'y weren’t looking only at 
mach inery. 
Th ey eu mpared 
lalxir-managenient 
relations, 
working conditions, pu rch asing, 
th e h andling of inventoric's, th e 
h igh ly 
refined 
produ ction 
sch i'du les of today with th ese 
systems 36 to 
years ago. 
Th e 
sch olars, 
scientists, 
teach ers and bu reau crats cou ld 
not find th e same advances in 
th e nation’s edu cation, welfare, 
polkv and cou rt systems.

At th e present moment we 
h ave before u s th e instru ctive 
spectacle of th ree contrasting 
nu 'th ods of advancing Soviet 
and-or Commu nist power in th e 
international arena. Each tactic 
h as enou gh precedent beh ind it 
to be c*onsidered classic. Each , 
moreover, is Soviet rath er th an 
Maoist in ch aracter. 
In Sou th Vietnam, Com­ 
mu nism is being imposed by 
ou trigh t military invasion. Th e 
Maoist th eories of revolu tionary 
gu errilla warfare h ave been 
th rown into th e wastebasket. 
Th e revolu tion on th e Mekong 
will go forward with massed 
tanks, artillery, rockets, and 
regu lar soldiers. As in East 
B^u rope at th e end of World War 
II. th e commissars will ride in 
on th e tanks and impose th em­ 
selves on a cowed popu lation. 


Stylistically considered, th is 
is in th e straigh tforwanl, bru tal 
style of Stalin. It stands in 
marked contrast to th e romantic 
style of Mao. wh ich envisioned 
gu errilla Commu nists swim­ 
ming among th e peasants like 
“fish in th e sea.” 
Maoist th eory lost th e ar­ 
gu ment in Sou th Vietnam with 
th e failu re of th e Tet offensive of 
1968. Th e gu errillas came ou t of 
th e sea and died on th e beach . 
Th e Maoist approach also failed 
with th e Ch e Gu evara in th e 
ju ngles of Bolivia. 
On th e oth er side of th e world, 
in th e very bosom of NATO, 
Soviet-backed Commu nists are 
employing anoth er traditional 
approach , 
th ou gh 
q u ite 
a 
different one from Vietnam. 
Th is one was perfected in 
Pragu e in 1948 and came to be 
known as th e “salami” tactic. 
Interestingly enou gh , Alvaro 
Cu nh al, th e Portu gu ese Com­ 
mu nist leader, spent most of 20 
years in Pragu e. Wh ile th ere, 
aided by Commu nist strategists 
and by th e KGB, h e ran th e 
Portu gu ese Commu nist appara­ 
tu s and waited for th e opportu ne 
moment to come in Lisbon, 
Th e 
“ salami” 
tactic 
represents a revision of th e 
older Marxist belief th at th e 
revolu tion can only be ac­ 
complish ed th rou gh violence 
and ou trigit cla ss wa rfa re. Th e 


salami tactic, as in Pragu e and 
now in IJstxin, seeks to obscu re 
th at climactic revolu tionary 
transformation. 
One 
after 
anoth er lever of power is seized 
or neu tralized. Care is taken to 
st'cu re control of th e police 
forces and th e military. Rival 
IKilitical grou pings are isolated, 
terrorized, or eliminated. 
Th e psych ological beau ty of 
th e salami tactic consists of th e 
fact th at at no one point do 
th ings seems irreversible — 
u ntil it is too late. Non-Com­ 
mu nists may feel th at th ings are 
going from bad to worse, bu t 
th ey also feel th at someth ing 
will tu rn u p, and th ey seem to 
concert forces and resort to 
violence. Th en one fine morning 
everj’one wakes u p to find ou t 
th at it is all over, and th at it h as 
been all over for a long time. 
As 
in 
th e 
case 
of 
Czech slovakia In 1948 , opinion 
abroad remains bemu sed. Th is 
was necessary in 1948, becau se 
of th e relative weakness of th e 
Soviet Union vis-a-vis th e U.S. 
Intervention against th e cou p 
was militarily feasible. It is 
nec*essary in th e case of Por­ 
tu gal. becau se Portu gal is 
geograph ically isolated from 
th t‘ now militarily ixitent Soviet 
blix‘. 


On yet anoth er front in th e 
world stru ggle, th e Soviets are 
employing a th ird traditional 
Commu nist tactic. Th e strategy 
of “detente” is actu ally th e old 
post-1936 “popu lar front” tactic 
projected onto th e international 
plane. In th e popu lar front tac­ 
tic, Commu nists joined forces 
with non-Commu nists for a 
practical goal; resistance to 
fascism. In actu al practice, 
h owever, th ey u st.*d th e tactic to 
b('inu se th eir opponents and 
u ndermine th eir organiziitlons. 
In th e “detente” variation of 
th is, th e practical goals avowed 
are trade, cu ltu ral exch ange, 
u se of th e h ot line, and so on. 
Few concrete concessions are 
made by th e Commu nists. Th e 
real goals actively pu rsu ed are 
th e distraction of opinion and 
th e aggrandizement of th e 
revolu tion and of Soviet power 
in Asia, on th e Iberia n Penin­ 
su la, and in th e Middle Ea st.

Including most major Protestant and 
Orthodox denomations cabled an initial extra $100,000 to 
fk*ld representatives to purchase rice, dried fish, sleeping 
sheets and medicines. 
“ We can only work now in certain limited places,” said 
Nancy Nícalo, assistant director of CWS, which has a staff 
of ‘20 Americans and 15 0 Vietnamese working in South 
Vietnam. 
Noting the difficulty of shipping in supplies, rather than 
buy ing them on the spot, she added: “ Road transportatkui 
has become alm(Xit impassible and air transport has 
become most impossible.” 
The first $100.000 was part of a projected $300,000 in 
emergency aid, as the present response of U.S. member 
churches to a $1 million appeal by the World Council of 
(Tnirchi*a in Geneva, Switzerland, for extra help to the 
Vietnamese. 
Special shipments of food and other supplies also were 
ordered, including diversion by C.athollc Relief Services of 
4.2 million tons of wheat that had been enroute to India to 
Vietnam, and shipment of 1.7 mllli(Mi tons of fortified soy 
flour. 
Father Charlebois said the soy flour can be baked into 
nutritious biscuits and dropped in plastic bags to refugees 
in places that can’t be reached overland, a measure that 
has b(*en used in the past. 
/Vnother cargo of foodstuffs was being loaded Thursday 
1^ the Catholic agency (m a ship at Port Elizabeth. N.J ., 
(k^tined for Vietnam, where the agency has a staff of 156, 
nvtstly Vietnamese. 
Spokesmen for both the Protestant and Catholic ai^ncies 
said they hoped to be able to extend tlwir help to people left 
liehind in Viet Cling-seized areas, once the present 
upheaval subsides*.

He has been using hot 
wax baths for seriously ill 
cancer patients. 


He has found that many pa- 


tients who were incapacitated, 
responded remarkably well to 
the hot baths, and showed 
dramatic improvement. In fact, 
cancer cells that in some ins- 
tances did not react to any other 
form of treatment seemed to be 
more vulnerable to this form of 
treatment. 


The high temperatures that 


can be induced by this method 
holds great promise in carefully 
selected patients. 


A number of hospitals in the 


United States will try to repeat 
Dr. Pettigrew's findings. If 
successful, there may be wider 
applications for this revival of 
an old form of treatment.

A pressirized, 
inflatable 


plastic boot is being used at the 
King's College Hospital in Lon- 
don to reduce clots in deep veins 
of the leg. 


Dr. L.T. Cotton, in a large 


group of clinical cases, has been 


able to reduce by 80 per cent 
this complication of surgery. 


The method is being tried in 


the United States and the results 
here, too, are very impressive. 


Thousands of cases will be 


studied at random, in an effort 
to substantiate the present 
promising value of the plastic 
boot.

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Sagging Economy Catches State Lottery 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — The sagging economy has caught up 


with the Michigan tttery. and officials are no longer talking in 
'terms of exceeding last year's collection figures. "We hope that 
it's a $S5 million year for the 12 months ending in June," said Dave 
Hanson, a lottery bureau spokesman. 


That was the amount of revenue the state collected from the 


game for the fiscal year ending last June 30. "In good economic 
times we would hope to exceed last year's figure. In bad times, 
like now. we hope to meet that figure, bur best customers are 
factory workers and they arc hardest hit by unemployment," 
Hanson said. 


Lottery revenue to the state for the nine months ending March 31 


is still $2 million- ahead of the previous period — $50 million 
compared to $48 million for the same period a year ago, according 
to figures released Friday; Ticket sales and revenue, however, 
have been down slightly each month since last November, partly 
due to the recession, said Hanson. Revenue for March, for 
example, was about $2.63 million, compared to $2.85 million for 
the same month last year, said Hanson. 


"But we're still ahead of last year over-all, and we anticipate the 


introduction of the new tl game will start to pick business up 
slightly," the lottery spokesman emphasized. 


Lottery officials said comparing the latest figures with those of 


a year ago is complicated by several factors which adfect sales. 
First, $1 lottery tickets went on sale permanently last Oct. 10 as an 
addition to the Solent tickets. 


Second, lottery chief Gus Harrison has introduced a series of

LANSING, Mich. <AP) - Alabama Gov. George Wallace who 


»«n the Vftt Democratic presidential primary in .Michigan' may 
not get a chance to repeat the performance if he seeks the nation's 
highest office again next year. 


•fte chairman of the state House Elections Committee says there 


is gro»ing sentiment to scrap Michigan's presidential preference 
prirmry election. 


"TTiere is a 50-50 shot that there won't be a presidential primary 


in Michigan in 1978. It cost $3. million in 1972 and didn't mean u 
thing," Rep. Alfred Sheridan. D-Taylor. said Friday. 


The.primary costs too much and isn't worth the trouble. In- 


explained. He said getting rid of the primary' would not be an at- 
tempt to erode Wallace's political base. 


"The feeling for George Wallace in Michigan is there, with or 


without a primary." he "said. 


Sheridan said he will soon introduce two bills to get rid of or 


modify Michigan's presidential primary. 


One would push the election back from May to June, when other 


candidates run in the regular slate primary. That would be a less 
expensive twoin-one package. Sheridan said. 


The other bill would eliminate the presidential primary al- 


together. 


The 1972 presidential primary was Michigan's first in 40 years. 


Wallace captured a stunning 51 per cent of the Democratic votes, 
while South Dakota Sen. George McGovcrn polled 27 per cent and 
Minnesota Sen. Hubert Humphrey got 16 per cent. 


"We had a S3 million popularity contest that didn't mean a 


thing. The man who won the primary didn't get any consideration 
in the final stages of the national convention," Sheridan said. The 
state paid the election costs.

Sun Heat 
Reduces 
Expenses

; The owner of a solar energy 
house built in Connecticut lives 
there three or four days a week! 


Except for one week in 


December, enough solar heat 
was generated during each 
winter.Week to take care of the 
demand over the weekend. In 
addition to the solar energy 
equipment itself, other design 
elements boost the efficiency of 
energy usage year-round. 
' Clerestory windows in back of 
the roof sheds formed by the 
solar collectors provide natural 
lighting and ventilation for 
summer 
cooling. 
Roof 


overhangs protect the one and 
pne-half-story wall of windows 
facing south from excessive 
heat gain when the sun is high 
in summer, yet. assist heat gain 
when the sun is low in winter. 


The large window wall also 


drawis attention to the role that 
windows play in energy conser- 
vation. 
The 
natural 
light 


provided by the window area 
cuts down on the need for ar- 
tificial lighting in the daytime. 
Sliding glass doors and fixed 
picture windows flanked by 
operating casements provide 
ventilation, thus reducing air 
conditioning loads. 
' "We've found that windows 
are very important in solar 
heated 
homes," 
architect 


Donald Watson says. 


"Research indicates that a 


homeowner 
can" expect 
a 


minimum of 25 per cent' of his 
annual heating requirements 
from a well-organized window 
design facing south with in- 
sulating shutters that retain 
heat inside the house at night." 


The windows in the Connec- 


ticut house are quality wood 
window units with insulating 
glass — two panes of glass with 
an insulating air space between. 
; "A top-quality, wood-framed 
window with insulating glass 
backed by an insulating shutter, 
to limit, heat loss at night." 
Watson says, "is a superior heat 
collector to some of the inex- 
pensive solar panels currently 
available." 


> "These low-cost panels have 
just been put on the market," he 
adds, '.' so nobody knows how 
long they'll last. Good windows, 
on the other hand, often last as 
long as the house." 
; What about costs? 
; "A solar energy system cost- 
ing $3,300 and providing 50 to 75 
per cent of a home's heating 
requirements would slash $400 


. to S600 from the annual fuel bill 


of the average house and return 
the investment in six to nine 
years."

Here's the Answer

Q. — I have just read a 


government pamphlet that says 
the ideal place to install a ther- 
mostat is between 2% and 3 feet 
off the floor. Why is it, then, that 
every thermostat I have ever 
seen is about 5 feet high on a 
wall? 


A. — Because a thermostat 


placed at the recommended 
height would not be practical. 
For one thing, it could be easily 
bumped or manipulated by 
children. For another, it would 
not be easy to read. Placement 
of a thermostat at about 5 feel 
high is fine. More important is 
that it should not be placed near 
outside doors, windows, hot 
water 
pipes, 
radiators ' or 


directly in line with the rays of 
the sun — in other words, .it 
should be on a wall where the 
surrounding air is reasonably 
average for the whole house. 


Q. — I intend to build'a re- 


taining wall of concrete. What 
kind of concrete mixture should 
be used? . 


A. — While a 1:3:4'mixture 


(one part of cement to 3 parts of 
sand and 4 parts of gravel) is 
generally used, a 1:2%:!% mix- 
ture will make a stronger wall. 
Remember that too much water 
in the mixture will weaken the 


concrete. 


Q. — Within a few weeks I 


expect to begin making a couple 
of window l»xes with some pine 
wood I have on hand. There are 
a number of knots in the wood. 
Do they have to be treated with 
anything before the window 
boxes are painted? 


A. — Yes. Prime them with 


one of the products designed for, 
sealing knots or with shellac. 


Q. — We recently moved into 


a house that has a hall closet 
with no door on it. I can sec why. 
because 
there really 
isn't 


enough space for the door to 
swing open all the way. Since we 
are using the closet for clothes, 
not boxes, as the other family 
did, I'd like to buy a door for it. 
Is there a particular type for 
this kind of opening or must I 
use a sliding door? 


A. — A sliding door must be 


built into the wall, involving 
considerable carpentry. Double 


doors of the sliding type that 
bypass each other are good and 
not as much work to install, but 
some persons don't like them 
because only half a closet is ac- 
cessible 
at 
one 
time. 


Nevertheless, they are quite 
popular. A folding door of the" 
accordion variety and bi-fold 
doors are other possibilities.

.kinds of modern doors on the 
market, designed for closets 


where home owners do not have 


or want swing space, that your 
best bet is to visit a dealer 
where several models are ^on 
display and others are Illustrat- 
ed in catalogs. You can then 
make a choice based on style, 
cost and ease of installation.

Court Judge Eugene Moore of 
the Michigan Association of 
Probate Judges said his as- 
sociation would like at least a 
year of in-depth study on the 
measure. Moore is chairman of 
the association's Juvenile Af- 
fairs Committee. 


The bill spells out for Ihe first 


time uniform procedures and 
requirements 
for 
juvenile 


courts throughout the state, 
Jondahl said. Currently "we 
have 83 systems of juvenile jus- 
tice, one in each county." He 
said the bill spells out in the 
code for the first time certain 
rights of detained juveniles 
regarding solitary confinement, 
hair length and dress. 


The bill forbids a youngster 


under 14 to waive right to coun- 
sel and bars any statement by a 
youngster under age 14 from 
being admitted in evidence 
unless it's made in the presence 
of his attorney. 


Moore says the probate 


judges want to help smooth out 
the bill's rough edges and don't 
intend to flatly stand in its way, 
but some provisions have raised 
major disagreement. 


One of the major areas of 


contention is the removal of 
status offenses — truancy, run- 
ning away, drinking, curfew 
violations — from the juvenjle 
court's jurisdiction. This will 
put these problems in the hands 
of existing agencies designed to 
handle them, Jondahl said. As it 
stands now, he said, there's too 
much reliance on the courts to 
handle these problems. . 


For a family with a problem 


child in these areas, especially 
low income families, Jondahl 
said* the bill would make get- 
ting help easier and a more 
private affair. 


"Any parents now who have a 


problem are very reluctant to 
file a petition against the child. 
They're worried as far as per- 
sonal pride, and what might be 
the effect of the .label the child 
would get," Jondahl said. 


"Under our revision they 


would be able to select services 
in the same sense other people 
now do who have higher in- 
come," he said.'"Our hope is 
that, as far as status offenses 
go, whenever possible a'juvenile 
offender be kept in his own 
home if possible, 
provided 


necessary services exist." 


Where services don't exist, 


Jondahl said, the bill lists op- 
tions for treating the problem. 


The probate judges Want a 


compromise on this issue, 
Moore said. 


"We think the court ought to 


be the last resort. If the family 
or child are not amenable to 
voluntary resources, or if that 
resource doesn't exist, there has 
to be some final authority which 
says: 'No child, you can't run 
away at the age of 14.'" 


The bill raises from 17 to 18 


the maximum age limit of a 
juvenile. 


"We're just using the logic of 


the age of majority," Jondahl 
said. "Studies recommend the 
age of majority be the cutoff 
age." 


The judges "have no objec- 


tion, provided the legislature 
puts in the bill the resources to 
work with those 17-year-olds," 
Moore said. "If we're going to 
take them out of adult court we 
don't think they should be 
comingled with 13-year-olds or 
14-year-olds in the same insti- 
tution but should be provided 
with separate facilities." 


The bill requires that on a 


juvenile's118th 'birthday or on 
the termination of juvenile court 
jurisdiction all juvenile records 
be destroyed. 


"The w:hole rationale for the 


juvenile court system is based 
upon the desire to make it 
unique, 
acknowledging 


juveniles are in their formative 
years," Jondahl said. "Those 
records ought to be expunged — 
that's a unique age and juris- 
diction." 
• That's fine, Moore said, ex- 
cept in "some cases, probably

judicial decision is to be made.

Home Sewage Field 
May Be Too Small 


Rural home owners who find they must have their septic tanks 


pumped out once a year or more probably need a larger disgposal 
area for their present system. 


On the average, a normal septi* tank needs to be pumped only 


once every four or five years, according to the Berrien County 
Health department. 
; 


Pumping a septic tank too often can be costly, as the charge runs 


from $40 to $60 per 1,000 gallons pumped, Robert Godbold, 
department environmentalist, pointed out. 


Goldbokl said any homeowner having his septic tank pumped

To 
read the releases, a foreigner 
would think he must be in 
heaven. 


To guarantee that impression, 


state Senate Democrats hired 
six new "press research aides," 
pushing the number of people 
who spread the political good 
word to 20. Minority Senate 
Republicans have to try harder, 
with only three press aides. 


House Democrats have a 


publicity staff of seven and 
Republicans, 
again

The total taxpayer cost is an 


estimated $1 million-plus. 


Don't expect your lawmaker's 


press releases to volunteer news 
about why he bills taxpayers for 
a personal color television set, a 
floor-to-ceiling office mirror, a 
kitchenette, a $14-a-yard, ankle- 
deep carpet or an office toilet to 
eliminate walks down the Capi- 
tol's long hallways to public 
facilities. 


That is bad news. Their press 


releases shun gloomy topics. 


They want to push "good 


news." 


For example, nonsmokers in 


Michigan "have an unsung hero 
in Rep. Michael H. Conlin, R- 
Jackson," sings a shamelessly 
proud news release from fresh- 
man Conlin about bills to 
provide smoker and nonsmoker 
areas in restaurants, public 
meetings and hospitals. 


But Conlin issued no news

was below normal in many 
areas, widespread lodge clos- 
ings were experienced on only 
one'weekend. 


"Continued below-freezing 


temperatures enabled lodges, 
especially those in southeast 
Michigan, to use snow-making 
equipment to help, adequate 
bases." he said. 


The survey also shsjwud that 


proprietors of several lodges in 
southeast and northwest Luwer 
Michigan believed the economy 
actually helped business. 


"In the south, lodge operators 


said they attracted Detroit-area 
skiers who pared do\™ on ex- 
penses by staying,near home," 
Riitke said. 


"Many northern lodge opera- 


tors said they appealed to skiers 
who in past years had taken ex- 
pensive trips to the western U.S. 
or Europe."

STIJDY REVEALS MORE STRESS 


Women Hit tiarder ti$%ayoffs 


ANN ARBOR. Mich. (AP) - "Women who are the 


last hired and first fired-in these times of economic 
recession" suffer more stress than men when they 
find 'themselves unemployed, a University of 
Michigan study indicates. 


"While women, in general, report twice as much 


stress as men. unemployed women report almost 
four times more stress than unemployed men," ac- 
cording to Dr. Rachell Warren of the Institute of 
Labor and Industrial Relations, a joint unit of U-M 
and Wayne State University. 


Dr. Warren said 766 men and women in eight De- 


troit-area communities were interviewed last spring 
as part of a U-M study. "Helping N'etworks in the 
Urban Community." funded by the National Institute 
of Mental Health. 


The study- is designed to determine where people 


go to resolve their problems or get help. 
• 'Dr. Warren said such stress symptoms as 
headache, tension, depression and trouble falling 


asleep were reported by less than 10 per cent of both 
the employed and unemployed men interviewed in 
the study. 


But an average of 18 per cent of employed women, 


23 per cent of housewives and 33 per cent of the 
unemployed women complained of those symptoms. 


"Contrary to the popular stereotype, it is not the 


working woman who suffers the most stress in our 
society," Dr. Warren says. "Our preliminary find- 
ings suggest that she experiences 
far 
fewer 


psychological stress symptoms than housewives or 
uomen who arc unemployed." 


"Blue collar women have the most problems and 


receive the least help from anyone, including their 
spouses. That is why they are under more stress 
from a layoff than their white collar counterparts or 
mates of either job status." 


"Support systems"—places where people go to gel 


help— differ according to the sex and occupation of 
tte individual. Dr. Warren reports. 


The blue collar man is more likely to rely on his 


co-workers as problem helpers than the Wue collar 
woman she says, white-collar men and women are 
the most likely" to use the services of formal profes- 


, -siohal agencies. 
. 


Both blue and -white collar men receive more 


'problem-solving help from their wives than wives 
receive from their husbands, she says. 


In slwrt. Dr. Warren says, "women in general give 


twice as much help as they receive, and blue collar 
.women receive the test of all." 


Traditional manpower studies have focused on !h.e 


male as the breadwinner. Dr. Warren says, despite 
the fact that many families, especially in the lower 
income brackets, cannot subsist without the wife's 
earnings. 


"It is time that policy makers become aware of the 


severe threat that unemployment poses to the female 
as well." she says.

President Ford says he will 


•6k Congress to extend until the 
cad of 1976 a supplemental 
benefits program that entitles 
met workers to as much as 65 
weeks ef unemployment com- 
pcRsation. 


Ford, on a working vacation 


in California, told a meeting of 
the San Francisco Bay Area 
Council Friday night that his 
request for an IB-month extra- 
tioh of the program would be 
sent to Capitol Hill next week. 
Without congressional action, 
the program would expire June 
36. 


Although he made no direct 


mention of government statis- 
tics issued earlier in the day 
showing 
that 
nationwide 


unemployment climbed to 8.7 
per cent. Ford emphasized 
jobless benefits in his speech. 


He said he also was recom- 


mending improvements in aid 
to the 12 million persons in the 
workforce not regularly covered 
by unemployment insurance. 
He proposed to extend the 
present one-year temporary 
program for such persons to the 


end of 1978 and extend the 
benefit period from 2S to 39 
weeks. 


The President added that "in 


the 
expectation, that 
the 


economy 
will 
show 


improvement before the year is 
out. 1 am going to ask that these 
extended programs have a 
built-in procedure to reduce or 
terminate the program when 
the 
unemployment 
rate 


decreases to a specified .level." 
He did not say what that level 
might be. 


"The procedures will concen- 


trate the limited resources in 
those areas experiencing the 
greatest unemployment," he 
said. 


The March unemployment 


percentage translated into 8 
million persons who are jobless 
and looking for work. It marked 
an increase of one-half percen- 
tage point, or 500,000 persons 
from the February figure of 8.2 
per cent. 


The March rate was the 


highest 
since 
1941, 
when 


joblessness averaged 9.9 per 
cent of the workforce. 


Administration officials have 


said they expect unemployment 
to hit a peak of 9 per cent this 
year, but AFL-CIO President 
. George 
Meany 
contended 


Friday that the March figure 
would have been 9.8 per cent 
had the so-called "hidden 
unemployed" been included in 
the computation. 


Meany referred to the 3.9 


million workers forced to work 
part-time because fuli-time jobs 
are not available and to other 
persons who have given up 
looking for jobs and thus are not 
considered by government sta- 
tisticians to be members of the 
potential workforce. 


The number of so-called 


"discouraged workers" who left 
the workforce climbed to 1.1 
million in the first three months 
of 1975. It was the largest quar- 
terly increase since the Labor 
Department began classifying 
such persons in 1967.

Study Shows Early Drug 
Education Increases Use 


NEW HAVEN (AP) - Drug 


education taught early in junior 
high school appears to en- 
courage the use of marijuana 
anil alcohol among those pupils, 
according to a major federally 
sponsored study. 


But the study 
of 13,500 


students in the New Haven area 
also indicates such courses, 
when taught to older pupils, 
tend to discourage the use of 
drugs somewhat. 


The $750,000 project, directed 


by three 
Yale University 


researchers and supported by 
National Institute of Mental 
Health and the National Insti- 
tute of Drug Abuse grants, 
compared drug use among 
pupils in various school levels 
from the 7th grade to the 12th 
grade. 


The survey results were based 


on student responses to ques- 
tions about their use of drugs, 
including alcohol. 


It showed that 3 per cent of 


the random sample of 7th 
graders without various types of 
drug education in school were 
currently smoking marijuana 
during the 1970-71 school year. 


Two years later, at the Hth 
grade level, the percentage had 
risen to 20. 


Among students in the same 


age group taking regular drug 
courses, the size of the group 
rose from 2 to 32 per cent during 
the three-year period. 


However, among 9th grade 


students with no drug course, 
the percentage of drinkers rose 
from 6 to 36 per cent during the 
three years while the percen- 
tage of those with regular drug 
courses rose only from 8 to 27 
per cent, according to the study. 


Tlie researchers said the 


results do not support general 
speculation from some quarters 
that drug education actually 
encourages drug use in all age 
groups. 


"Only in the case of younger 


children do our findings support 
this notion," the report said. 


"For children older than the 


7th grade cohort, the results of 
our study indicate that drug 
education may be somewhat 
useful." 


The study showed "strikingly 


similar" experience between 
the effect of drug education on

The finding did not indicate a 


significant 
effect

examined drug-use patterns ap- 
pearing in their interviews with 
4.500 students during each year 
of the survey. 


It showed alcohol, as expect- 


ed, was by far the most popular 
drug and the one with the grea- 
test increase in use. 


The study, also indicated that 


some of the highest rates of 
drug abuse do not occur in city 
' schools. 


The study involved 22 high 


schools and 22 junior high 
schools, both public and private, 
in 12 communities. Under an 
agreement with school officials, 
' statistics of individual schools 
were not made public.
